Everything points to in­ 
cendiarism. 
The tire occurred near the same 
place which was twice ignited, pre 
sumably by fire-bugs, last week. 
It 
was discovered by a guard, who first 
noticed a thin volume of smoke cul l­ 
ing around one of the pillars. 
The fire 
had made such progress that he was 
unable to extinguish it unaided, and he 
turned in an alarm. Owing to the snow 
it was difficult to get at the box and 
considerable valuable time was lost in 
this way. 
The first firemen who arrived found 
the colonnade a mass of flame. 
The 
heavy air caused the sparks to fly low, 
and the snow in the vicinity was 
showered with cinders.

once insisted th a t the exam 1 nation 
begin upon the question of Colonel 
C lark’s 
residence. 
Commissioner 
N ichols refused 
to m ake this 
or­ 
der. 
A ttorney Hyzer th en got down to 
business. 
‘ Counsel 
for 
th e defendant in ­ 
stru cts th e w itness” he said “ th a t an 
affidavit having been filed before this 
com m issioner th a t he is not a resident 
of the county of Rock, and is and has 
oeen a resident of th e city of M ilw au­ 
kee, state of W isconsin, and has been 
a t all tim es up to this tim e since the 
fifth day of Septem ber, 1893, and w it­ 
ness having been sw ora and the court 
com m issioner having been requested 
by counsel for defendant to g ra n t per­ 
m ission to exam ine the w itness touch­ 
ing his residence, and to thereby show 
by his ow n testim ony th a t he is not a 
resident of Rock county, and is a resi­ 
den t of M ilwaukee county, and fu rth er 
tierin g to perm it th e commissioner 
having overruled and refused to g ra n t 
the request or to perm it th e counsel 
for the plaintiff to exam ine th e w it­ 
ness on th a t point. 
Counsel for the 
defendant now instructs th e w itness 
to answ er no questions p u t to him by 
counsel for th e plaintiff. 
C olon el C lark R efu ses to A nsw er. 
A ttorney O lin --Mr. Clark are you 
one of th e defendants in th is action? 
Colonel Clark—On th e instruction 
of counsel I decline to answ er. 
A ttorney Jeffris— W ill

com m issioner order th e w itness to an­ 
swer. 
T he Court—Yes sir. 
A ttorney H yzer— We except. 
A ttorney Olin— Mr. C laik, you are 
ordered to answ er th a t question. 
Colonel Clark— I decline. 
A ttorneys for 
plaintiff dem anded 
th a t th e com m issioner enforce his 
order. 
“ We give w arning to court, a tto r­ 
n e y s for plaintiffs and plaintiffs th a t 
Colonel C lark’s com m itm ent w ill be at 
th eir peril.*’ 
A recess w as tak en w hile th e course 
to be tak en by plaintiffs was consi­ 
dered. 
W hen the exam ination w as resumed 
ten m inutes la ter there w as a change 
in the line of questioning.

had taken pay as w itness. 
T his was 
the first tim e he had m ade objection 
en the ground of his legal residence. 
He had no business in M ilwaukee 
since Novem ber 1893, and was not in 
business there a t th e present time. 
W itness adm itted th a t he had been a 
residence of Janesville from 185(5 un­ 
til Septem ber 3, 
1893, although he 
had lived three years in M adison w ith 
his family in the m eantim e. 
N ever Said M adison W as H is H om e. 
“ All this tim e you and your fam ily 
were living in Madison, then, you did 
not change your residence from Jan es­ 
ville,” said A ttorney Olin. 
“ It w as 
only when you occupied a house in Mil­ 
w aukee for one m onth th a t your resi­ 
dence changed?” 
“ W hen I lived in M adison I did not 
intend to m ake th a t city my permanent* 
home. 
I do mean to m ake M ilwaukee 
my home and my perm anent place of 
business.” 
T hree quarters of an hour w as spent 
in this inquiry. 
Then was begun on th e original 
lines. 
AttDrney Olin tu rn ed from his ques­ 
tions as to Colonel C lark's residence 
and turned to the case proper. 
“ W ere you private secretary to Gov­ 
ernor Peck?” he asked.

“ We dem and th a t th e com missioner 
compel this m an to answ er, and if he 
refuses order him com m itted,” said 
A ttorney Olin. 
He denied the pre­ 
tence th a t Colonel Clark w as no longer 
a resident of Rock county as th e basest 
sham th a t has ever been urged in a 
court of justice. 
He spoke a t consid­ 
erable len g th on th e question. 


A ttorney Hyzer followed w ith the 
d claration th a t plaintiffs had m ade a

into

w here he had no legal residence.

m aking this objection, b u t this did 
not b ar him from m aking it a t this 
tim e, 
“ The fact th a t th e plaintiff ic a 
case m akes a blunder does not bind 
the defendant to give w arning of it to 
his own in ju ry ” urged Mr. Hyzer. 
Commissioner Nichols ruled th a t the 
w itness m ust answ er. 
“ By instruction of my counsel I re­ 
fuse to answ er,” said Colonel Clark. 
An adjournm ent for dinner w as 
taken a t th is point, argum ents as to 
Colonel C lark’s com m itm ent being de­ 
ferred u n til 2:30 o’clock. 


H eld H im G u ilty o f C ontem pt.

As for this undress, all th a t 
can be said in its favor is you can 
spoil it even by sleeping out on the 
levee in it, as I am som etim es tem pter 
to do.
